THE NEXT ISSUE of petrol ration books for private motor- 
cars will cover a period of three months from the end 


of January. 


Apart from the ordinary supplementary allowances which, 

- generally speaking, will be made on the existing basis, 
there has been some relaxation of the regulations in 
respect of large motorcycles. . 


The extension of the basic ration- 
ing period to three months is evid- 
ence ‘of the. Government's belief that 
the existing situation regarding sup- 
plies and stocks is sufficiently satls- 
factory to justify a longer range po- 
licy in petrol rationing. 

At present therefore it is under- 
stood the Government does not con- 
template any further early restric- 
tion of civilian petrol consumption, 
though the position will naturally be 
carefully watched in relation to con~ 
tinued suplies and the essential 
tinued supplies and the essential 

ECONOMIC COOPERATION 

In this connexion the Anglo-French 
economic cooperation is fully effec— 
tive and close collaboration between 
the British and French Governments 
has been assured by contacts be- 
tween the respettive Ministers con- 
cerned who have established com- 
plete ‘identity of view. 

The ‘considerable use of private 
motor vehicles which the present 
scale of petrol rationing in Britain 
permits may be compared with the 
edict published.in German on Novem- 
ber 1 forbidding the use of motorcars 
for private purposes and giving the 
halt motorists 
and question them. on the purpose of 
their journeys. 

The restrictions here are cheerfully 
accepted by the British public, which 
realises that continued supplies on 


‘an adequate scale are only available 


because of the efficiency of the Royal 
Navy and the courage and tenacity 
of the tanker crews. ‘ 

PETROL IMPORTS 

In 1936 Britain required to import 
three thousand million gallons of 
which meant that 
large tankers had to discharge at 
British ports. ; 

The number of tankers now in 
commission is larger than at the 
outbreak of war, when the total ton- 
nage was 3,279,000. 

Total British tanker losses up to 
January 7 amounted to 68,000 tons, 
or 2.07 per cent. of the whole, and 
this deficiency has been more than 
made good by new building acquisl- 
tion and in other ways.

If they fail to do this, goods 
may be refused cn arrival or there 
may be difficulties over. exchange. 

RE-EXPORTS NOT AFFECTED 

Even in respect of goods which are 
unregulated entirely importers in 


Malaya are furnishing particulars to- 


the Government Department and ap- 
plications are endorsed “Unregulated,” 
so that subsequent exchange contro} 
and import are facilitated. 

In addition, goods — even though 
on the prohib'’2d lst — may be im- 
ported freely they are for re-export 
elsewhere outside Malaya provided 
that a form of guarantee, which is 
well-known .to. importers, 1s lodged at 
the time of submitting the order. 

The descriptions of prohibited and 
restricted goods appearing in the 
Straits . Settlements Gazette of 17th 
November are drawn in rather widr 
terms, and it is only possible to ascer- 
tain which particular articles are in- 
cluded by reference to the code num- 
bers which are given against such 
descriptions and comparing them with 
the corresponding code numbers given 
to items in the monthly volume of 
the Malayan statistics.

The first important discovery came 
with the location of the expressman 
who had carried the box to the 
steamer.

With the exception of R. E. Heasman and P. F. Wank- 
lyn, the cream of the Club players have been invited to 


make the trip, there being one reserve threequarter and 


two forwards, and, as the final line-up is fairly obvious, 
Shanghai are going to have a gruelling time. 


My only lack of confidence in the 
team is in the goal-kicking depart- 
ment. Far too little attention has 
been paid to this, and the result has 
been that Club have dropped many 
points. To all appearances Castleton 
has been included as reserve hooker to 
Burford and goal-kicker, but he is not 
good enough for successful goal-kick- 
Ing, and it would probably pay Club 
to go into the matter more thoroughly. 
If Taylor coutd be-persuaded to use 
his toe instead of his instep he would 
be the man, though Bidwell should 
also be considered. _ 

Based on this season’s form, the fol- 
lowing are my candid impressions of 
the selected eighteen:

A number of cases were 
dealt with last night apd resulted in 
players receiving varying sentences 
from a year’s suspension to cautions. 

It is difficult to find the exact cause’ of this 
unhappy state of affairs but it appears that 
the blame lies equally with players and 
referces. 

Football Association has always assured 
the referees of their support in dealing with 
cases of misconduct, when players ere sent 
off the field, in an effort to stamp out dirty 
play, but Rev. Hincheliffe struck the right 
note on Monday when he asked referccs to 
use more tact before resorting to drastic 
measures. : 

A well-known local referee said that 
the sending off of a play must always 
be for a serious offence and not as a 
means of regaining contro! of a game 
which through his own incompetence he 
has fet go too far. 

In two cases last week, referees had to 
issue general warnings to all the players 
and, in spite of these warnings, players 
from the same Kame were sent off. 


Committee’s Findings 


The findings of the Committee to enquire 
into the allegations and complaints made 
against the handling of the Eastern-Royal 
Scots game were made public on Monday 
and it was found that the referee (Mr. 
Stokes) had handled the game in an efficient 
and capable manner.

The committee adds, however, that It'was : 


unfortunate that the referee did not'see the 
incident which formed part of the complaint, 
and recommended that the Royal Scots 
player concerned should be reprimanded. 

Though the findings were only made 
known on Monday it was obvious that Mr. 
Stokes had been vindicated and exonerated 
from all blame for he was given charge of 
an important charity. game soon after and 
on Sunday refereed the match between 
Eastern and South China “A‘'-—Clubs whose 
very officials had lodged the complaint—to 
not only the satisfaction but the admiration 
of the competing teams and the large 
public, 


Letter Withdrawn 


At the meeting of the Referces’ Associa- 
tion it was decided, after discussion and 
some explanation by the Hon. Secretary of 
the Football Association, to withdraw the 
letter containing suggestions as to future 
appointment of referces. 

It was evident that referees discovered, 
after their suggestions had been given a 
trial, tho futility of the suggestions and 
realised that they were better off under the 
old methods of appointments.

There is no ground capable of holding the 
vast crowd that follows football and until 
the Association or a club acquires a ground 
with sufficient accommodation, the same 
state of affairs will continue. It can hardly 
be expected that a club will, bulld very 
much bigger stands, with the prospect of 
only one packed game a year to reimburse 
them for the expense of the stands, 

One solution to overcrowding would be to 
increase the prices of admission and thus 
drive away the poorer classes who attend 
football week after week.
